This Office Action is in response to the RCE filed on March 21 , 2006. 

Claims 41-46 and 54-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for claims 47-51, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for claims 41-46 and 54-60. The specification does not enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Specifically, 
independent claims 41 and 55 (and thus dependent claims 42-46, 54 and 56-60) are not 
enabled because they recite magnetic random access memory structures comprising a 
dielectric layer that is removed before the recited electrical conductor is formed. See 
Figs. 11-14's "sacrificial" dielectric layer 63 (specification at paragraph [0045]), and note 
that it is removed (Fig. 15) before the electrical conductor 93 (Fig. 19) is formed. 

Claims 47-51 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the allowable device taken as 
a whole, including the bottom sense layer.
